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New  orders  for  manufactured  gooo'S>5lc2<^ft4jjCfeSsed  $6.7 
billion  or  3.9  percent  from  May  to  $176.8  billion,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census  reported  today.  This 
is  the  largest  monthly  increase  since  September  1980  when  new 
orders  increased  4.6  percent.  In  June  the  value  of  shipments  of 
manufactured  goods  increased  $4.4  billion  or  2.6  percent  to 
$172.5  billion.  Both  the  new  orders  and  shipments  have  in- 
creased 7  of  the  last  8  months  but  the  incoming  orders  have 
exceeded  shipments  by  $15.4  billion  since  last  October.  The 
higher  volume  of  incoming  orders  has  resulted  in  unfilled  orders 
increases  for  6  of  the  last  7  months.  At  the  end  of  June  the 
backlog  of  orders  held  by  manufacturers  was  $315.2  billion, 
$4.3  billion  or  1.4  percent  above  the  May  level  and  $17.1 
billion  above  the  November  1982  low  of  $298.1  billion. 

The  book  value  of  inventories  held  by  manufacturers  at  the 
end  of  June  was  $257.2  billion,  0.4  percent  or  $1.0  billion 
below  the  May  level.  Except  for  a  0.3  percent  increase  in  May 
and  virtually  no  change  in  April,  the  inventory  levels  have  been 
declining  since  November  1981  when  they  were  valued  at 
$284.3  billion. 

Durable  goods  new  orders  increased  $5.1  billion  or  6.0 
percent  to  $89.9  billion,  the  largest  1 -month  increase  since  the 
January  8.1  percent  rise.  Most  of  the  June  increase  was  attri- 
butable to  orders  for  defense  capital  goods.  Excluding  the 
defense  industries,  the  June  durable  goods  orders  increased 
$1.6  billion  or  2.0  percent. 

New  orders  for  transportation  equipment  increased  $4.7 
billion  or  25  percent  over  May.  Over  three  fourths  of  the 
transportation  equipment  increase  was  for  defense  orders  for 
aircraft,  aircraft  parts  and  shipbuilding.  When  the  industries 
are  regrouped  into  the  capital  goods  series  the  orders  for  de- 
fense capital  goods  were  $8.3  billion,  $3.5  billion  or  74  percen* 
above  May.  Again,  most  of  that  increase  was  a  result  of  aircraft 
and  aircraft  parts  orders.  Nondefense  capital  goods  orders  in- 
creased $1.0  billion  or  4.3  percent  to  $23.3  billion  with  the 
commercial  aircraft  and  office  and  computing  machine  indus- 
tries causing  the  rise. 

Increases  in  orders  for  nonferrous  and  other  primary  metals 
only  partially  offset  steel  order  declines,  resulting  in  a  drop  in 
orders  for  primary  metals  industries  of  $0.1  billion  or  1.2 
percent. 

Within  the  machinery  industries,  declines  were  reported  in 
both  the  electrical  and  nonelectrical  segments.  In  the  non- 
electrical machinery  all  industries  except  for  the  office  and 
computing   machine   industry   contributed  to   the  $0.4   billion 


or  2.4  percent  decline.  In  the  electrical  machinery  group,  in- 
dustry increases  and  decreases  resulted  in  a  $0.1  billion  or  0.9 
percent  decline. 

All  major  industry  groups  contributed  to  the  $3.0  billion  or 
3.6  percent  increase  in  the  durable  goods  industry  shipments. 
Shipments  of  aircraft  and  aircraft  parts  and  motor  vehicle  and 
parts  caused  transportation  equipment  industry  shipments  to 
increase  $1.3  billion  or  6.8  percent  to  $20.6  billion.  Electrical 
machinery  industry  shipments  increased  $0.6  billion  or  5.1 
percent  to  $13.4  billion,  with  all  industries  contributing  to  the 
increase. 

Shipments  of  nondurable  goods  rose  in  June  for  the  fourth 
successive  month  to  $86.6  billion.  This  was  a  $1.4  billion  or 
1.6  percent  increase  over  May.  Nearly  all  major  industry  groups 
showed  increases. 

The  backlog  of  orders  for  durable  goods  in  June  increased 
$4.0  billion  or  1.3  percent  to  $305.0  billion.  Excluding  the 
defense  backlog,  the  durable  goods  unfilled  orders  were  $198.0 
billion,  up  $1.0  billion  or  0.5  percent  from  May.  The  June 
backlog  of  orders  for  defense  capital  goods  was  $107.0  billion, 
$3.0  billion  or  2.9  percent  above  May.  This  continued  the 
upward  trend  which  began  in  January  1980,  when  the  defense 
backlog  was  estimated  at  $49.9  billion.  The  backlog  of  orders 
for  nondefense  capital  goods  increased  for  the  third  consecutive 
month.  The  June  increase  was  $0.3  billion  or  0.2  percent  to 
$120.1  billion.  Prior  to  these  increases,  the  nondefense  backlog 
had  been  steadily  declining  since  February  1981. 

The  book  value  of  inventories  held  by  durable  goods  manu- 
facturers declined  in  June  by  $1.1  billion  or  0.7  percent  to 
$169.6  billion.  Except  for  small  increases  in  May  and  April, 
the  inventory  level  has  been  declining  since  November  1981. 
Most  major  industry  groups  contributed  to  the  June  inventory 
declines.  The  largest  drop  was  in  the  aircraft  and  parts  com- 
ponent of  the  transportation  equipment  where  there  was  a 
decline  of  $0.6  billion  or  2.2  percent.  This  is  the  fifth  decline 
in  the  last  6  months  for  the  aircraft  industry  following  5  years 
of  steady  increases. 

Inventories  held  by  producers  of  nondurable  goods  in- 
creased in  June,  up  $0.2  billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $87.6  billion. 
Increases  in  tobacco,  textile  mill  products,  and  apparel  indus- 
tries more  than  offset  declines  in  the  other  industries. 

The  advance  report  on  durable  goods  for  July  is  scheduled 
for  release  on  August  19,  1983,  and  the  full  report  is  scheduled 
for  release  on  August  30,  1983.
